The malady is known as olive knot. 
It is easily’ discovered, for it appears 
upon the branches of the trees. For- 
tunately the ‘knot is most déveloped 
upon nursery trees .at the end of the 
summer. The State authorities warn 
tree buyers that it is possible for nur- 
Sserymen to remove the knots with the 
pruning knife. 


Concerning Vineyards. 

I noticed a vineyard at the County 
Farm last Tuesday that has reached 
the stage of absolute worthiessness. It 
is not in keeping with the other hor- 
ticultural interests of the farm, and 
should be removed’ The cause of i++ 
condition is a ‘virulent attack of the 
Ansheim disease. The foliage is typ- 
ical of the prevalence of that :nyste- 
rious malaty. There are many other 
vineyards in équally bad condition, 
notwithstanding the fact that the vines 
of Southern Cailfornia this season are 
unusually healthy, vigorous and pro- 
ductive.

Growers Meet. 

A feeling of general discouragement 
is abroad among the apple growers of 
the State on account of the destru-tion 
wrought upon the present crop by the 
coddling moth. Affairs came near as- 
suming a critical stage in this city last 
Saturday. The wholesale trade com- 
plain grievously against the shippers 
of the North, who are. preparing to 
aump their “seconds” upon this market 
in carload iots and withhold their good 
fruit for other markets. The poor 
fruit is wrapped and packed as care- 


standing which its qualities would 
The . wholesalers claim that if all their 
number could be induced, or compelled, 
if possible, to refrain from ‘handling 
this inferior and unwholesome fruit 
from the North, the canneries could 
handle all the domestic ‘‘seconds” that 
were sound, and thus compel the ship- 
ment of a good grade of applies to this 
market from the North, and make a 
better demand for all the good home- 
grown apples that could be produced. 

As the case now stands, the consign- 
ing of this inferior northern fruit to 
this trade upsets prices all along the 
line, and gacrifices the domestic ap- 
ples for the benefit of a few up-State 
growers, who cannot persuade the trade 
which gets their prime fruit to also 
take the poorer grades. The difficul- 
ties in the way of preventing this con- 
gestion of poor apples are augmented 
by the unwillingness of local growers 
to sacrifice their own poor fruit for the 
future improvement of the apple busi- 
ness. It is hoped the convention to 
be held at the Courthouse on Novem- 
ber 4 may find some means of bring- 
ing the apple industry to a better 
oasis. The meeting to be held is in 
the interest of no faction or branch 
of the trade, and I hope every reader 
of The Times in the field may remem- 
ber the date of that meeting, and at- 
tend the session. One thing is cer- 
tain, there must be some way dis- 
covered to improve the apple situation 
for the growers shall be compelled to 
cut up their orchards and abandon the 

ness entirely. If the growers come 

to the front in a prompt and decisive 
manner, it will not be the first Cali- 
fornia industry that has been saved to 
the resources of the State by the en- 
terprise of the knights of the farm.

Hay Bricks for Horses. 

All the hay sent fo South Africa is 
compressed, and some idea of the ex- 
tent to which such a process has been 
used may be gathered fromafew fig- 
The space ordinarily allowed for 
in.a ship’s hold is forty cubic 
A ton of meadow hay occupies 
200. Canadian hay, of which very large 
quantities have been sent to South, 
Africa, is pressed until a‘ton of it may 
be got into some 130 cubic feet. It is 
possible, under increased pressure, to 
reduce this space to 50 or 66 feet. But 
the process of compression, when car- 
ried so far as this, spoils the quality of 
thie hay.

THE DAIRY. 
Tests of Cream. 

The Crea mery Journal has started 
this very ureful line-of inquiry, and 1s 
receiving some very interesting replies: 

These, however, are mainly from 
creamery operators, and we have no 
doubt but what they cover, in the 
main, the causes which govern, which 
may be enumerated as follows: 

(1.) Lack of the right understanding 

_to how a separator be 
and cared for. 

(%.) Lack of knowledge that milk from 
cows separates more tardily, 
emalier size of the globules. 

(3.) That as the feed grows drier and 
more woody as the summer advances, 
this also has a retard effect on 
milk separation. 

(4.) The farmer y not know 
clearly and positively t the co 
he runs his milk, the less amount he 
feeds into it per hour, the less amount, 
and consequently richer. cream he will 
get.” clogging of the tubes will 
cause a thin cream, and so on ad in- 
finitum. 

(5.) Another frequent cause of va- 
riation in the richness of the cream 
per hour is the variation of the ep-eed. 
This will make but little difference in 
the average richness of the whole of 
each skimming, providing the varia- 
tions of speed average alike. but such 
variation will cause loss of butter fat. 

(6.) Another operator states that the 
principal reason for variation and loss 
is In the speed. He declares that “no 
‘hand machine receives the proper 

speed. It is either run too fast or too 
siow, and is often run by three or four 
different persons on the farm.” 

A Few Pointers. : 

A g00d cow, properly cared for, will 
grow better as she grows o'der fo: 
some years. The most valuable 
quality in a dairy cow is permanence 
in milk. It is desirable to mi'k 
any cow until she freshens again. The 
strain is too great. But a cow should 
be milked ten months in the year, and 
the cows with great rec are usually 
milked much longer. More than that, 
at the end of ten months the flow 
should be of considerable quantity and 
there should be some trouble in drying 
off. The ideal dairy cow is nearly al- 
ways very nervous. If she is petted 
and content her vital force is increased 
and is mainiy directed to the produc- 
tion of milk. She will do her best, even 
if half starved, if she is made happy 
by her surroundings. Abuse, worry or 
fear stops digestion exactly as it does 
in. a human being, arrests the milk 
flow and injures the quality of the 
milk. It is delicacy of nervous organ- 
ization which pred high-bred 
cows to disease, especially milk fever 
and contagious abortion. 
highly any organs are developed in the 
body the more susceptib’e they become 
to disease. The breeding of great dairy 
cows is simply a stimulated develop- 
ment of the organs of reproduction and 
nourishment, and it is there that dan- 
ger lies in high-bred cows. The only 
method of warding off the diseases to 
which such animals are exposed is 
gentile treatment to keep the nervous 
system in a healthy condition and a 
two months’ rest from the milking 
strain in each year to encourage recu- 
peration. Possibly we should add our 
attention to the art of feeding, so as 
to give the animal all of each element 
which she is able to assimilate without 
burdening the digestive organs with 
material for which they have no use. 
The high-bred dairy cow is a very del- 
icate machine, effective and profitable 
in the hands of cone who knows how to 
run.it, but easy to smash in the hands 
of a. bungier.—{Chronicle. 


POULTRY. 
Does Food Affect the Size of Eggs? 
James J. H. Gregory, the pioneer 
seedsman, Marblehead, writes 
the Massachusetts Ploughman, Boston, 
on this subject. 

e all know that the size of eggs. 
varies with the breed of fowls, but does 
it-‘vary any with the richness and 
quantity of the food fed to them? 

Have our wideawake ultural ex- 
periment stations any ta that will 
throw light on this question? If not, it 
certainly is worthy of investigation. 

results from my own experience 
incline me to take the affirmative on 
this question. I know that my eggs 
average larger than those of my neigh- 
bors, with a constancy that difference 
in breeds or age of the fowls will not 
ain.

Ap- 
ples are selling for from $1.75 to $5.75 
a barrel. Sixty or seventy of the 453 
varieties of apples find their way to 
New York. 

“Apples are raised now to sell, and 
not to eat,” said an old dealer yester- 
day. “People care more for looks than 
they did formerly. This may account 
for the passing of the old-time Spit- 
zenberg, Gillyfiower, Bellflower, Pound 
Sweeting and Spy, and the favoritism 
shown to the Ben Davis, York Impe- 
rial, Missouri Pippin and Winesap. All 
these are red and attractive in color. 
The Ben Davis is distinctly an eating 
apple being too flat in flavor to be fit 
for cooking. The other three 
for the table and for cooking, all 
keep through the winter.” | 

The variety of winter fruit has been 
largely increased by cold storage ap- 

wances, and fall varieties are to be 
ound throughout the season. The 
Golden and Roxbury Russets keep the 
longest, and by the ordinary method 
remain far into the spring. Spitzen- 
bergs, which are no longer a feature 
of the market, are selling at $6.25 a 
barrel, and Baldwins, practically their 
succoseors, at $4 a l. Rhode Isi- 
and Greenings, never excelled by any 
fruit for general household use, range 
in price from $5 to $6.25 a barrel, ac- 
cording to size and quality.—{Tribune.

Bees and Honey.

POET AND TRAVELER TALKS TO A 
LARGE AUDIENCE. 
Warm Words for Japan and Its 
Progressive People—After Age the 
Best Thing in China is Fat—Tales of 
the Klondike.

Of 
Japan he said, in a descriptive, con- 
versational way: “It is the newest 
country in the world, full of factories, 
armor plants, everything modern in the 
arts of war and of peace, and as full 
of old and curious customs. Here there 
are little farms on the terraced hill- 
sides, no bigger than this hall, tilled 
by women who plant their rice with 
their fingers, grain by grain. Unlike 
the women of China, the Japanese 
women are always at work, while the 
men go te war. 

“Around these farms and in the cities 
the most striking thing is the number 
ot regulariy-pianted trees. Fer here no 
‘Man can lay an ax to a tree, not even 
to his own, without permission from 
the government. When it is desired to 
felis tree, the government, if it grants 
permission, sends a man to mark the 
date upon it when it can be cur. Then 
you cannot cut the tree down until 
you have planted somewhere two others’ 
of the same variety, and waited until 
they have budded. "

UGAR-TRUST TACTICS. 

It is becoming more and more ap- 
parent that the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company, otherwise known as the 
sugar trust, has entered upon a delib- 
erate 
industry in the United States, if pos- 
sible. It has adopted the well-known 
policy pursued by trusts in general, 
of selling its product in the markets 
most available to its competitors at 
a price below the actual cost of produc- 
tion, relying upon its’ vast aggrega- 
tion of capital to wear out and destroy 
its opponent, the beet-sugar industry, 
in order that the trust may enjoy an 
absolute monopoly of the sugar busi- 
ness. 

The manufacture of sugar from 
beets is an industry of recent growth 
in the United States. In its earlier 
| beginnings, this industry was en- 
couraged and fostered by a govern- 
ment bounty. It has attained to such 
proportions that it is no longer in 
need of aid from the government in 
the form of a bounty. It can hold its 
own in the domestic market against 
legitimate and honorable competition. 
It is a vigorous and rapidly-growing 
‘industry, producing a staple article 
which is needed in every home. This 
industry can probably maintain Ttselt 
in spite of the underhanded methods 
and unfair competition of the sugar 
trust, but it will do so at great loss. 
The industry has attained too large 
proportions, and is too closely identified 
with the agricultural interests of the 
country, to be crushed out by a rival, 
however powerful or unscrupulous. 
Unless the government of the United 
‘States lends aid to the sugar trust, 
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It is difficult to conceive how any 
man could place himself in a more 
incongruous, contradictory and humil-
